_ would: you like to fill his shoes? 

He was known as a booster, 


. _Siagaye cing bis utaioet to push 


thing along. And 
pushing the results 
would have been. slim. 

One. day .a church . delegation 
called at his office and announced 
that the church needed funds and 
Was arranging to give a bazaar. 

‘We are going to depend upon 
your ‘assistance,’’ they said, ‘‘for 
we known - without newspaper 
publicity we will not have much 
of a crowd, and we want every- 
body to eome and buy.’’ The 
editor did push, and the ‘crowd 
made much profit from the edit- 
orial efforts. 

But before the delegation left 
the office the editor suggested 
that they run a display advertige-.. 
ment of the bazaar in the paper. 
This the church people tabooed on 
the ground that it would be a 
useless expense, as the newer 
article would accomplish the de- 
sired result. 

The articles sold at the bazaar 
were purchased from local deal- 
ers at..cost and were sold at high 
prices, The editor brought in the 
crowds from everywhere, paid 
his own expenses, and received 
nothing for his labors. ‘‘Some- 
thing for nothing.’’ 

Here’s another case: 

A certain local lodge sent a 
delegation to the:editor and re- 
- quested him to boost a state 
meeting of the order that was 
coming to that town. When he 
asked them about the program 
‘and other printing, they blandly 
told him that the printing com- 


mittee had taken the printing to 


a job office down the street that 
had no newspaper in connection. 
Again ‘the editor pushed and 
charged it up: to ‘“‘something for 
nothing.’’ 

And then the members of a 
Sunday school asked the editor to 
/Peblish a number of articles 
“boosting a rally day of the 
school. It needed publicity and 
the, editor was depended upon to 
open up his columns and make it 
a success. He did—but the an- 
nouncements, tags, etc. were 
printed at another office. And 
with this pushing, too. he gave 

“*‘something for..nothine’’ . and 
-paid the. freight. 

A merchant once remodeled his

During a debate in the United 
States senate the other day, sev- 
eral_genators insisted that Ameri- 
cans should keep off belligerent 
ships, or be kept off by the gov- 
ernment. .to avoid. involving. us 
with the European powers. There- 
upon Senator Nelson of Minne- 
sota quietly punctured their argu- 
ment by calling attention to the 
fact that ‘‘the neutral countries 
of Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Holland have, -altogether, lost as 
many ships as has the British 
government.”’ 

That is to say, neutral vessels 
seem to have been no safer for 
neutrals and non-combatants than 
British vessels. The governments 
responsible for the murderous sub- 
marine warfare have pretended to 
differentiate between neutral and 
belligerents, but they have not 
done so scrupulously. And even 
the concessions which have dimin- 
ished the proportion of neutral 
ships sunk. in the last few months 
were made solely because of the 
indignant protests of the United 
States. 

Therein is the point of the 
whole business. The only hope of 
maintaining international law and 
human rights lies in the un- 
flinching championship of them 
by our government. 

If we yield the right of Ameri- 
can citizens to travel on peaceful 
ships of any nationality what- 
ever, we thereby surrender such 
ships to the mercy of a new, 
barbarous warfare void of mercy. 
And if we permit one breach in 
the wall of neutral right, the 
whole wall crumbles... If we will 
not defend our citizens traveling 
lawfully under allied flags, how 
ean we defend them when travel- 
ing under neutral flags—even un- 
der our own? 

We have a right to sail the seas 
without any new and artificial 
restrictions imposed by Austria 
and Germany, or we have no 
tights at all—at least, none that 
the Central Powers will respect. 

And the assertion of such 
rights is not merely pig-headed- 
ness or selfish pride. Our govern- 
ment is the spokesman of all neu- 
trals, and therefore of interna- 
tional law and sanity, and of 
civilization itself. If our rights 
are surrendered, we surrender 
with them the inalienable sea 
rights of all nations who keep 
peace and attend. to their own 
business, 


Our army hasn’t guns enough, 
‘‘guns,’’ in military parlance, 
meaning cannon, but building a 
large crop of postoffices may seem 
more important to congress,

The supreme court of California 
today ,handed down two decisions 
supporting orders of the Railroad 


‘Marin Water and Power Company 
Of California, and the California De- 
velopment company, 

The Marin Water and Power 
‘company case was the first. case in 
which the supreme court passed 
upon the validity of the provisions 
of the public utilities act empower- 


of public utility property in eminent 
domain proceedings. This provision 


the commission to fix the value of 
the property of any public utility 
which it desires to purchase. ‘The 
Marin Municipal Water district ask- 
ed the commission to fix the just 


Marin Water and Power company 
for the latter’s property. The com- 
mission fixed the value at $1,200,- 
000. The company appealed to the 
supreme court to overthrow the 
commission’s decision, claiming that 
the commission had no authority to 
fix the value and further that th 
value fixed was too low, and thus 
deprived them of their property 
without due process of law. The 
company also claimed that the com- 
mission should have made a separate 
finding of value for each item of 
the property, instead of an aggre- 
gate value for the entire property. 

This decision of the supreme court 
which upholds the commission’s or- 
der in. every particular, now opens 


to acquire the properties of the 
Marin Water and Power company at 
the price fixed by the commission. 
The case for the commission was 
presented by Douglag Brookman, 
attorney for the Railroad Commis- 
sion,-and the decision was written 
by Justice Shaw of the supreme 
court. The case is important be- 
cause it upholds the power of the
